ted his advice and diftates, if they were large : yet was he eſteemed not 
only the cheifeſt of E mperours, but of Orators in his Age. 
To you (1 ſay) T addreſs my ſelf, who are the Firſt fruits aud firſt-born 
of my Epilcopacy ; the excellency of that divine power and ſpiritual vir- 
tue which may be in me, as a Father of of your Ordination, under God : Ton are 
all as Reubens ; Per ſous of promiſmg ingenuity, of hopeful abilities, and of 
210 mean expeFlations. Only take heed, le /t, bemg boundleſs and inſtable as 
Water, you aſcend to the bed and Throne of your Father, by your mordi- 
nate and ambitious luſts ; after the manner of ſome Acephalilts, who would 
not be kept in the bounds of Laws by any Epiſcopal power but their

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You are the firſt Scholars, who aficr the Relurrection of this renowne:! 
Kingdome, after the reſtauration of this Church of England, (here 
tofore moſt flouriſhing, lately moſt afflicted) aſter the reviving or new birth 
of Kingly Majeſty, of Epilcopal. Dignity, of our Lavyws ad Reformed 
Religion, (all lately in a ſwoun next deorce to death) you, 1 jay, are the firſt 
i this Diocels of Exceſter who have humbly and devouth prepared and 
offered your ſelves to be partakers of thoſe lacred fires which ouce appeared 
in cloven tongues, to be mveſted with the power and ſignature of holy 
Orders, regularly and compleatly , after the ancient and Catholick 
Manner of this and all Churches of Chriſt, by the hands, prayers and bei 
dition of a Biſhop, aſvi/ted with the company and Counſel of his venera- 
ble Presbyrers ; whereby you are not only rrue NMnlters, but legitt- 
mate, both im your birth and breeding, in jour conceprion and LO. 
duction. 

And this ( as [ hope ) you have done, not as n{tioated thereto by any juve- 
nile ardor, or ambitious levity; as if you covered chicfly ſome popula; 
reward of money or applaule, after a mercenary and (mieed) mechanick 
frame of ſpirit : But you come to the holy Mumuſtr) with that Flunulity, 
Tremblimg, Devotion, Santhity and Smcerity, which beſt becomes you in your 
neareſt approaches to Heaven, to Chrift and to God. Tt muſt be eſteemed 
by you the leaſt of your Reward whatever you can ether ſeek or recerve tn 
this world. He us exceſ9vely covetous whom God doth not ſuffice, who ir 
not only the bountifulleſt Rewarder, but the ampleſt and beſt Reward ut 
felf : He is too tov ambitious, whom the honour of gaining Souls ro Jetus 
Chriſt will not fatrsf). 

| will (faith the Lord) be ſanctified in all that draw nigh to 
me. Since now you are 20 only come before the Lord, but admitted to / 
near acceſs ; it behoyes you (Brerhren)ro be yery mindful and deeply fen- 
{ible of the Honor and Burthen which you have undertaken, and which ts now 
apon you : An heavy work and avery dreadful charge, which (as $. Chrylo- 
Gee Gents) zs able to load and gall the ſhoulders of the mighty Angels. 
Who 1s tufhicient for thele things * cryes out the great Apoſtle of the 
Gentiles ; as one panting for breath, and ſenſible of a great burthen ; as 
conſcious to the weight both of the work, and puniſhment in caſe of negleft. 
Hence that out-cry, Woe to me it I preach not the Goſpel : and that 
caveat, Leſt while I preach to others, I my ſelf become a caſt- 
away.

1nd approved for your competent Learning and unblamablc Living, ye 
and commcc:dable Manners ; yct you muſt be ſunniioned to a feverer and 
exacier Tribunal : that deeply conſederins the werght of that dury, office. 
undertaking and account now incumbent on JCn, and betiio mt, 
ſcared with the Conjeience of jour own Infirmities and infufficiencies, 
\ On much t this day be pionfly overwhelmed Hl ith car and NOITOor ; with 
5 penutcut [qualior, with prayers , (1911s and tears , with happy (elt 
atticion, as d. Aultia conſt s befel him in the day of his Ordination : 
And be alſo carrying forth the Evangelical leed with juch teares, afte; 
reaped the ſruut and harvelt of his labours with as grcat joy az increale 
as any Presbyrer 0} Billiop CVCY did tn the ( hurd h of Chriſt. 

Jt is indeed a very good work t br a Pithop, and Miniſter (in « 
oreater or lefſer Orb) for Chrift and his Church : but it ts both difticult 
and dangerous - 701 rallily ro be undertaktn, HOP neoligently to be ma- 
11.1oed, nor with levity and niconſtancy to be jorlaken. Therefore you are 
in the firſt place to take hed, left putting your hands to this lacred 
plow and husbandry ofthe Lord, (wl ich eofuſts 1Gt [11 the Culture of 
the earth and lol, but of Hearts and Souls) and toy much truſting 9 
relying on your own Parts and Gitts, you livhtly and ſhamefully retreat, as 
ſoon (pen, and weary of that work > elſe by an A poſtaly very UNWOr- 
thy of Chriſt and jour ſelves, you ſyould vitely divert your Studies to the 
royles and toyCs of the lj orld, without any UHC CAVE of your Own Souls, or 
theirs that are committed to your charge, left being too tent upon your 
Glebes and Tithes, JOuUr hoped 1)1gnities Or enzoyed Preterments m the 
Church (theſe fading and momentary good things ) you ſhould ſlight the 
flock of the Lord, ac! too little mmd the things of Jelus Chrilt : whey, 
( 1 200d earneſt) it 1s an argument of a Treat and graclous mind to be able 
to want the ſuperfluity of thoſe temporary Bleſ$ng5 ; but more to enjoy and 
uſe them aright ; that is, to love them lels then Chriſt, and to improve 
them both to {30ds Glory and the Churches advantage. 

Furthermore, you muſt diligently rake heed leſt while you covet to ap- 
pear eager aſlerters and zealous defenders of the Truths Evangelical »,Jou 
prove prodigal of the publick Peace of Church and State, or leſs equa- 
nimouſly tender and wary for Chriſtian Charity : l:/t being of hotter 
ſpirits and agitated by more popular and eaſy heats, (which are uſual to 
ſmall rinds) you ſhouli thereby grow {corched and hardned (as it were ) 
with the Aames of C ceremonial Controverlies, of things either not necet- 
lary or mn their nature indifferent ; which are ready by the biafs of Paſſion 
to ſway and overbear mens [Judgments in greater as well as lefſer points of 

E-4 Religion: 
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Religion. The concern of the 'ulgar or petty people (/ayes Eraſmus) 
is uſually yery great 1 [maller matters ; which they fcem able to graſp 
and manage. T here arc that out of any Aint will ſtrike fre, and from any 
{mall ſparks will kindle formidable flames, through an exceſſive itching 
to diſpute, and a fa&tious ſtudy of {1des, bemg mvre ambitions for Victory 
then Verity, and to make Proſelytes to their own parties, rather then 
Converts to (ods Truth. 

Good God ! how much duſt and weat and bloodſhed Jo we owe in 

England to theſe great conteſts about ſmall Ceremonies, as if they had 
been Gordian knots ? And mdeed the beſt decition of them is by the au- 
tort) of that Supreme power which bears the {word, and may in thoſe 
things either exa&t Obedience according ro Law ; or remit the penalties 
of Diſobealience, where it flows not from retractorinels aud infolency, but 
from real tendernels and modeſt icrupulotity of Con{cience. 
It hath been a very oreat and hot difþute, yea ſtill is, among ſome, Whe - 
ther God be better pleaſed with the white or black colours of GArments 11; 
his publick ſervice : when it 15 evident that the Angels, who are preſent IN 
holy Aſſemblies, have «ft appeared i Holy Scriptures to the Saints 
clothed m long white garments ; expreſung by this I'mblem (not more 
familiar then fit) with what Purity of Heart, Chaſtity of Body and 
Charity of Works, the earthly Angels or Miniſters of Chriſts Church, 
both Presbyters and Biſhops, ought t9 be clothed and adorned. 

A like weight is in thoſe Queries, Whether a Minilter ſhould officiate 
1 a Gown or Cloke; in a long or ſhort Coat; girt, or ungirt. Ju which 
Inſtances the determination and choice of the Church of England #, not 
of what is neceſſarily good, but of what is lawtul and comely in things of 
external uſe and appearance ; which fall under humane power and pru- 
dence. 0 happy Mortals, who have leiſure and time to be employed in ſuch 
minute marters! yea rather, O milerable Mortals, who ſpend ſo many 
pretious hours in things of jo little profit and Import ! 

After the ſame vehemency it hath been diſputed , Whether God (our 
Heavenly Father) be belt pleaſed with Infants, who (after Baptilme) 
are f1gned with the f1gn of the Crols, or with thoſe whoſe Foreheads are 
not afflicted with any ſuch crucifying form : when we all know and believe, 
that God hath given us his only Son, not only to bear, but to be born _ 
the real Croſs. How then ſhould it merit to be imputed as a Reproach or 
Superſtition to Chriſtians riohtly inſtrufted , if by this Signe (which 
Terrullian cal's « memorative token of our Salvation, and was fre- 
quently uſed mm his time, the ſecond Century) they do openly profeſs, that 

they

they and their Children are not aſhamed of the croſs of Chriſt.zea and,with 
S. Paul, that they glory in it? not im the bare Signe and ſhadow (away 
with fuch childiſh folly) but mthe grace and merit of Chriſt crucihed, 
im whom the Primitive Chriſtians declared openly their Faith by that apt 
ſigne and {ymbole lightly made on their breaſts or foreheads ; and this 
not without the commendation of Chriſtian Courage and Conſtanc 
when compaſſed as they were with as many enemies to the Name of Chriſt 
crucified, as 19w we are to the power and conformity of his Croſs, in 
dying to all 11n5 and ungodly lults, 

In like fort as if we had contended for our Religion and Poſterity, 

or the main points of State and hinges of Empire, we have canvaſſed 
thoſe Queſtions very. adly and ſuperciliouſly, Whether God looks with more 
kindneſs and welcome 01 thoſe that receive the Lords Supper fitting, 05 
ſtanding, or kneeling. In which I conceive the Chriſtians of the firſt 
Ages (for the moſt part ) uſed ſtanding m the preſence and ſervice of God , 
and poſvbly in the holy Euchariſt 00 ; expreſsng by the uprightneſs and 
readinels of that poſture the Faith they had as to Chriſts ReſurreRion, 
that great Article m which, as in one center, the whole orb of Chriſtian 
Faith doth move. Sitting at Church Tertullian counts rude and re- 
proachful to the Divine Majeſty ; not only as too familiar, but as im- 
pudently teſtifying a wearinels in his ſervice. 

In after- Ages of the Church, when the Arrian Peſt had infefted farre and 
near, the Orthodox Chriſtians enclined more to kneeling at the Sacra- 
ment, as thereby owning and vindicating the adorable Majelty and Div1- 
nity of Chriſt, ove and equal, as God, with the Father and the Holy 
Spirit. A geſture no doubt variable, becauſe not neceſſary, having not the 
mark of precept and inſtitution upon it, ſo much as of occaſion and 
cuſtome : yer is it lawful aud commendable, becauſe according to the 
general tenour and analogy of Divine worſhip ; at leaſt it is free, and not 
to be rigidly exacted, according to the firlt gelture of Chriſt, who followed 
the Civil faſhion of the Jevrith Nation in their dilcumbency or lying 
down at their meales, m a leaning poſture: which tew, if any, of the great 
ſticklers agamſt kneeling do obſerve. 

Beſides this, there is without doubt a vaſt difference between the Di- 
vine Majeſty of Chriſt, at firſt inſticuting theſe Sacred Myſteries of 
the Lords Supper by his loveraign autority ; and us, _ worthleſs 
wretches, celebrating them with that reverence and humility which be- 
comes our Vilenels and diſtance, when we are to recerve thoſe heavenly 


Dainties from the table and hands of Chriſt with that duty and obedi- 
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ence, adoration and gratitude which ts meet. Not that the efhcacy, 
grace and comfort of the Holy Sacrament depends upon the geſtu re of the 
Body; but pon the faithful, penitent and devout temper of the gratious 
Hearr. 

Only it is for certainno {1 in a Chriſtian, both to expreſs and excite the 
inward motions of an humble and devour Soul, by the outward ge- 
ſtures and ſutable motions of the Body ; as in lifting up the hands and 
eyes to heaven, ſo in the bowing of the head and knees and whole bod 
toward the earth : By the one we ſhew the ſenſe of our own vilenels 
and miſery ; by the other our hopes in Gods Mercy and benignity. 

I theſe and the like Ceremonies or outward 11gnatures and decora. 
tions of Religion, the Church of England doth not ſickle for the ab. 
ſolute neceſfity of them, as from a preciſe command of God, or as means 
conveying Grace ; but it juſtly contends for the liberty of Chriſtian Chur- 
ches in theſe things, and for the fixing of Chriſtian unity by an unifor- 
mity, as much as prudently may be : beſides it aſſerts its own autoriry 
oranted to it by Chriſt, for the ordering theſe leſſer matters, ſo as ſhe 
may injoy moſt conformity in her ſelf ; as moſt comely and ſafe for it, and 
10 leſs agreeable to Verity then Charity. 

There is yet another vexations Scruple of higher and hotter diſquiſttion 
among us, not ſo much from the oblcurity of the matter, as from the 
blindneſs of mens Paſfons, and the eager ſtudy of t1des ; Whether it be 
acceptable to God for us to pray by any let and preſcribed forms, yea or pre 
medirated and foreknown ; or whether be rather requires of us in our De- 
votion various and extemporary effuſions both for matter and manner, 
for things and words : as if it were very nauleous to God, (who 15 alwayes 
the [ame, and changeth not ) if we asked of him the ſame neceſſary or good 
things in the lame words, which are very fit and convenient. 

How unhappily are thoſe things divided by the jubtilty of Devils or men, 
(whoſe buſineſs is to doe miſchief ) which God and the Church, right Reaſon 
and Religion have united ? T he great Searcher and Judg of the Heart 
1s pleaſed with both, offended with neither way of Devotion : Not delighted 
with the affeftated novelty and variety of fine words , or the noyſe of a 
tinckling tongue, where the heart #s wandring, cold, or confuſed ; weary- 
ing it ſelf more with the effuſion of words, then with the weight of marters, 
or hear of afte&tions. Nor on the other fide is God injured or offended by 
uſual and preſcript ares Praying or praiſing; provided they be futa- 
ble to the capacity of thoſe which uſe them, alſo to the nature of things and 


to the ſolemniry of the duties ; as conſonant as may be to the ſenſe 
and 
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:nd phraſe of the Holy Scriptures : not obſcure and hard, nor yer 
flight and crivial expreſSions ; but comely both for the ſanEtity and 
weight of the matter, alſo for the decency of the words, and gravity of 
om by which the Aﬀections are inflamed 16 leſs then the Under- 
ſtanding informe.l with the light of Truth, with the ſenſe of our private 
and publick Neceſlities, with the 0odueſs of things defir'd, and with the 
Faith of obtaining them for Chriſts ſake, as farre as God ſhall ſee fit 
for us and the Church. , 

We oft read Holy men and highly favoured of God ſoliciting him by ſuch 
Prayers as occaſionally flowed from the pure fountain of their own hearts : 
Nor dv we leſs read even thoſe formes written for our uſe and mſtruttion mm 
the like caſes ; as penitently confeſling l1ns, deprecating Gods wrath, 
and prailing him for his mercees. 

Yea, when we 1ead our Lord Jeſus Chriſt even in his Agony ſins the 
ſame words three times m Prayer, and preſcribing to his Diſciples that 
compleat, though ſhort, Forme of Prayer (which S. Cyprian ſayes was 
celebrated arid (ed im all the Chriſtian world) beſides other myſterious 
forms of conlecrating aud ordaining ; who but a weak or wiltul Chri 
ſtian can ſuſþeft that God ſhould abhorre holy and wholeſome Liturgies, 
2y preſcribed Formes of Prayers ? which muſt be animared oy enlivened 
with the faithful and affectunate Devotion of thoſe that uſe them elſe if 
the Heart be abſent, Prayers m any kmd, new or old, are but as the Body 
without the Soul, dead carkafles, hateful to God, and never to be offered 
in ſacrifice to him. 

To be as ſhort as Ican (Brethren) my advice #s, That you ſhould be ſo 
g00d husbands and Chriſtians, as to expend little of your Time, leſs of 
your Charity, on theſe perry things : T his great and pretious Moment on 
which depends F.rernity is worthy to be employed im things of more weight. 
We muſt beware leſt we neglect and come ſhort of the main martrers, in 
which the Kingdome of God and the power of Godlinels do conſi}t, 
while our narrow and ſmall Minds buſy themſelves m a frantick kind of 
Earneſtnels about matters of ſmal conſequence, (the very skirts and 
fringes of Religion) I mean thoſe Circumſtances which are ſtamped with 
the name and uſe of holy Ceremonies , as related and applied to holy 
Duries : which in regard of their general nature are not of the eflence 
and necelsiry of Relto1on, to which they add nothing, if preſent, nor de- 
tract nothing, if ablent, (ſo as there be no contempt and contumacy 
agamſt any particular Churches power, liberty and autority within its 
own Polity and Precints, as to its choice and determination mm regard of 
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11m fuch par _ Ceremony ; whether it fees fit [0 enjoyne, or abrogate 
the uſe of it.) Which reſolution was 2iven to S. Auſtin by S. Ambroſe, 
md jatisfie 7M 45 an Oracle full of Prudence, Piery 7 Peace. 

1he _— as a Mother, hath power from the Lord to Judye, uſe and 
zmpoſe thoſe this rightly Rated ; we, as her Sons, have the free- 
dome le ft us to obey be commands. God alone can impoſe things as 
neceſſary : The Church ma) chuſe and uſe things that are by God left to its 
freedome and diſcretion ; not by changing the nature of things, and 
pr oper ly conlecrating them, as Symbols of, Or means [0 confer Grace 
but to judge and determine of the decent and orderly ule of chem. That in 
all things belonging to Religion the Golden meane may be obſer ved between 
Superttition _ Imeverence: between Curiolity and Slov enlinels, be- 
tween Rigor and Ruſticity ; that every where the rectitude of mens Jude- 
ments, the integrity of ther Conſciences, the reverence of the Body, alſo the 
beauty, honor, ſolemnity and majeſty of the Divine Worſhip, with its 
fanfity, may be pr eſerved : The former are acceptable to God , the later 
to all {ober and good Chriſtians. Theſe things 1 thought not imif to ſug- 
oeft to you concerning Ceremonies. 

On the other ſide, you are alſo to take heed, le 't while you covet to appear 
very ſtudious to preſerve the Churches viſible Peace and Uniformity 
in the '(e things, you grow not M01 Ce cold and (lack mn car) Jing on thoſe things 
which concern the great Deftigne of God, and thoſe pr incipal Truths — 
Duries which arc "neceſſary to Holinels and Happineſs. The ſafeſt way 
's between both, with negle&t of neither ; being at once ſoberly, yet valiantly 
wile: ; maintaming Truth m Love, and nouriſhing Love with Truth 
couragions Champions and defenders of lound Do&trine and the Reformed 
( that is, the ancient) Religion againſt the ſubrl prete aders of Antiquity, 
and the F inducers of Novelty ; alſo unfeigned maintainers of the publick 
Peace and Order of the Church ; laſtly, ſuch reverencers of the Miniſte- 
rial autority ſubordinate to the Epiſcopal Preſidency, as the Churches 
Polity requires, and the diſcipline of our Laws permits. To all which 
ſober Conformity not Cuſtome and Uſe ſo much as Judgment and 
Conſcience hath brought you. 

If you deſire to be ſafe and happy, you muſt-carry your ſelves with all E- 
quanimity and without any Partiality in theſe things, both as to your 
Aﬀections and Converſations, your Judgments and Diſpoſitions. 
lt is your duty in charity not only to doe, but to indure many things for the 
Churches Peace ; as Dionyſus Biſhop of Corinth adviſeth Novatus. 
Look, I beſeech you, "beck to the late Tragedies of the Church of England, 
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the laſt Scene of which 1s ſearce yet ended. O what a great account of our 
Miſcries may we put upon the (core of the Ignorance, Lazineſs, Petu- 
lancy, and the both proud and peevith itch of Diſpuring which infetted 
not only the People, or Laity, but the Clergy, or Miniſtry - at leaſt ſuch 
es did very confidently challenge this honor to themſelves ; whom at laſt all 
men juſtly forlook, when once they had torlaken themſelves ? And this 
they did by their forſaking toolifhly and unjuſtly the excellent Licurgie, 
the worthy Biſhops, the Beſtof KINGS, and the Church of Eng- 
land, of all others the beſt Reformed. 

By theſe ſad arts and policies of late poor Miniſters became not the 
Heads and prime perſons in the Nation, but the very taile and offscou- 
ring; the vile train that was dragged after the Luſt of Souldiers baſely 
[equacious to the diftates and duttures of the Vulgar : Not only the Epiſco- 
pal Eminency, but the Presbyrerian dignity, and the whole Autority 
of the Evangelical Miniſtry was the ſcorn of the baleſt people. 

Yea and ſtill (my Brerhren) we ſhall betray and utterly deſtroy out 
ſclves and all our Intereſts, as Men, as Chriſtians, and as Miniſters, 
if we content our ſelves to paſs over holy duties ſuperficially after a 
phantaſtick and vaporing way ; if without any ſenſe of honor, we turn 
Religion, yea Reformarion t elf, imto a ſage-like acting, mto pomp 
and profit, to ſtudy of parts and popular compliances ; if (as the ſame 
Dionyſus to Novartus) we donot, without reſpett of Perſons or partuality, 
ſo keep correſpondency between Truth and Peace, as is both juſt and belt ; 
if living not as Divines but ſelf-contradicters, our evil Maners make our 
good Doctrine bluſh, as aſhamed of us and it felf ; and while we diſcover 
not a Prieſtly Holineſs, but a jugling Impoſturage, we ſhall expoſe 
our ſelves and, which is worſe, the Myſteries of Chrilt, co be deſpiſed. 

It concerns you (my Brethren) and Me too to perform holy things in 
an holy manner, that is piouſly and peaceably. This, this will ſtrongly 
and certainly attain thoſe great Ends which are worthy of your and my 
ayme: namely the Content of our Excellent KI N G, the Peace of 
this reviving Church, the Honoy of the Nation, the good of Souls, the 
Glory of God, and the Happinels of the preſent and 5 war while 
all the Miniſters and Biſhops of the Church, as well the Parochian and 
leſſer, as the Diocelane aud Greater, do mind and intend this one point, 
that the Church of England may ſuſtein no detriment in that Truth, 
Unity, Autority and SanCtity which become it ; that the Spoule of 
Chriſt may not (by 1s eſpecially, who are her chief Bridemen and Atten- 


dants) appear either ſordid, or ſhattered, or bleared, or maimed, or 
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falſe, or fa&tious, o {chiſmatized, or ſcandalous and execrable: leſt 
the Holy Goſpel, and the Saving Name of Jelus Chriſt ( which good 
Angels venerate, the evil tremble at) ſhould be blalphemed by our fooliſh 
and depraved carriage ; leſt (as m the dayes of Eli's Sons) the people of 
the Lord ſhould look upon the holy miniſtrations with abhorrence, an 
Miniſters with envy anddiſdain, while they ſee nothing m them above the 
Vulgar, either more holy or heavenly, and worthy of imitation, 

I wiſh you all the augments of Grace and Gifts : for which end you did 
yeſterday humbly wait on God for the Miniſterial power of his Holy 
Sparit, that you might enjoy not only the bare name and ſhadow of Mini- 
ſters, but the ſeale, operation and efhcacy ; that you might be endued 
with that Eccleſiaſtical commiſſion and autority, which had its founda- 
tion ſetled by God im Chriſt, by Chriſt givento the Apoſtles, and by the 
Apoſtles derrved to Biſhops, their Succetlors (or Off-iers, as Tertullian 
cals them) who are all veſted with the ſame power of the Evangelical Mi- 
niſtery im common, as one Superintendency for the main (as S$. Cyprian 
cals it) yet diſtni&} with ſeveral ranks and degrees, for the good Order and 
Government of the Church ; by which one Miniſter # jet as Biſhop 
above others, not as Lord of the Churches Faith, but as lervant of the 
Faithful. Which Subordination of Presbyrers to the Prelacy was 0b- 
ſerved (as S. Jerom tels us ) from S. MarK's days, the firſt Biſhop in Alex- 
andria, to his tmes. Which orderly Superiority and Subjection, both in 
Domeſtick, Civil and Eccleſtaſtick Polity, no Cities, Armies, Colle- 
ges, Hoſpitals, or great Families can want, without the danger and peſt of 
Sedition and Contuſton ; much leſs ſuch a Church as this of England 
is, conſiſting of a great Nation unted in the ſame Laws and Religion : 
of which our late long and ſad experience gives us ſuffacient proofs. | 

It is my duty and oy (my Brethren) by the grace and help of Ged, 
to ll, adorne and bleſs this Diocels of Exceſter , if I am enabled to 
live among you, (which the KING, yea, 1 hope, Gods Providence 
hath commutted to me, oft deprecating and humbly denying the Burthen of it ) 
which ts greater mn Labours then Revenue, and moſt ample in the Love, 
Favours and Reſpetts of the Religious and generous people mit. As I 
find it much ſhattered and decayed, ſo my ambition to reſtore it to a 
durable and uniform beautie, and mſtead of moldred bricks, to put in 
poliſhed marble ; by doing nothing peeviſhly, unjuſtly or imperiouſly, 
but with that Paternal gentleneſs which becomes me, with Severity againſt 
Vices, with Charity to Men; and to worthy Miniſters eſpecially, as Jo- 
leph to his Brethren, T ſhall ſhew al! bowels of Kindneſs and Propenſity. 
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As Taffe& not the Tit of LORD, fo Tam ambitions of the honoy of 
FATHER; whoſe nanie 4s moſt {weet, whoſe counſels are moſt holy, 
whoſe chidinss are gentle, whoſe anger is whollome, and whoſe blows are 
moſt late. If Iſhould be injurious or rough to you, I ſhould wound my 
(elf. T herefore I have determmed to uſe all Humility, Lenity and Charity 
that are conſiſtent with Truth and Holineſs, with that Honor aud Auto- 
rity whichS. Auſtin tels us muſt be preſerved in the Church, as the Shield 
and defenſative of it in Tertullian's judoment : Follows m this the Ge- 
nius and ſtud) of our Great and Gracious KING CHARLES (the 
Joy and Bleſsing of his People ;) alſo the meek and wiſe temper of my laſt 
Venerable Predeceſſors, Biſhop HALL and Biſhop BR owNR1Gee, 
both of them moſt eminent Prelates, and worthy of a better Age then that 
m which they died ; whoſe Spirit tempered with a moſt (evere Syweetnels 
1 bumbly pray may be doubled on me, that Jelus Chriſt may every way 
ſhme in me with the luſtre and beames of his Graces. 

But I may mno ſort beare with patience as a Biſhop, nor ou2ht Tas a 
Chriſtian, the unbridled liberty of Jome both Clergy and Laity, full of 
Pride and Fury, of an heady Petulancy and dictatorian Intolence : 
yea I ſeriouſly grieve m the behalf of ſome Miniſters (men otherwiſe not to 
be deſpiſed) who either put ther own Conſciences (yea the ſenſe of the 
whole Church and State of England) upon the rack of vulgar Opmions ; 
or elſe, by I know not what charmes and nticements, being ſeduced from their 
vn ſound and ſober Judgements, they devote and ſell themſelves to the falſe 
and taithleſs ſuppoſals of others. | 

No man ſhall run with more ſpeed to relieve others in their Infirmiries, 
when they are neither affe&ted nor fierce ; as helping up a 1pirit which is too 
heavy for it ſelf, and falls under its own burthen : provided the Judgment 
be ſound as to the maine, the Late ſober as to Morals, the Speech modeſt, the 
Soul wholy devoted to publick Peace, faithful to GOD, loyal tothe KING, 
obedient to the Laws of the Land, and obſervant to the Church. 

For we muſt not in any wiſe ſuffer all theſe Bleſsmgs, ſo eminent, /o 
publick, and ſo pretious, to be troden under the feer of any ; namely 
the foundations of Truth, the fortihcations of Faith, the eftabliſhments 
of Government, the ornaments of our Devotion and Diſcipline : theſe muſt 
a0t be proſtituted either to the deceitful toyes of Papiſts, or to the pernicious 
dotages of Fanaticks, whoſe Novelties are both endleſs and uſeleſs, without 
botom or bounds, an abyſſe of Folly and Chaos of Contufion, 

We have ſuffered the effe&ts of ſome mens Mad nels too long and too much ; 
we have born the puniſhment of owrS1 ns C& Follies by the Fuſtice of A 
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rated with great Mercy : Pehold we z rc madAyhole ; DIN no more, leſt 
worle things come upon us. It is fit that all of ws, ſpeciallyWe theVeſlels of 
the Temple, ſhould come forth ont of Gods fire as ont of a real Purgatory, 
cleared from our drols and rult. 

Baniſh away therefore (as men of Learning, Religion and Reſolu- 
tion, ) thoſe miſerable catchings. of common people by the ſnares of our 
Tongues; who are never more greedily and more unhappuly ſatisfied then with 
their owne Deluſtons. Away with thoſe novel toyes and trifles which are 
vended under the name of K eligion,thoſe Monſters of Opinion which are 
too pregnant and fruitful, the reproaches of true Piety, the deformitie, 
and deſolations of all Reformation and Religion. Put far from you thoſe 
late Diſgraces put on God himſelf, thoſe Contumelics caſt on Chriſt, thoſe 
Blaſphemies againſt the F-loly Ghoſt thoſe uoly and infamousRuines brought 
pon our Country and our Church ; when not only the dung of Beaſts, but the 
excrements of Devils were brought into the Temples of God,&s caſt upon 
the Chriſtian Altar it ſelf, the Lords holy Table. As if Dunghils were 
great ſrones of Sanctity , and fuch Pollucions were adornings of Rel! g10N. 

Such unclean ſpirits of Error did tyrannize among 15, when neither 
thmos Sacred nor Civil were managed with the primitive armes of Sub- 
jects, eſpecially Chriſtians o that 5, by Prayers and Teares , by honeſt 
Counſels and loyal SubjeCtion to Soveraign Princes, after the patern 
of Chriſt crucihed, and the Martyrs : but after the faſhion of Robbers 
and Rebels, by 'Tumults, Seditions, Warrs , Perjuries, Sacrileges, 
King -killings,v> whatever is next to the murther of God himlfelf ; with- 
out any regard had either to the precepts of Holy Scriptares, which are 
clear as the Suns light ar noon-day, without reſpeet to the patern of ancient 
and true Saints, or to the conſtant judgment, practice and cuſtome of the 
Catholick Church : All whichare vaſt prejudices and invincible bars 
againſt the intruſion of any Novelties. 

Although you have long layn among the pots, yer ſhall you be 
as the wings of a dove, which are covered with filyer, and her 
feathers with gold, ſaith the Pſalmiſt, when by holy elegancies he would 
ſet forth the happy reſtaurarion of the Church. Meane time and for this 
End let us all return to the good old wayes, and to the eldeſt, for theſe are 
beſt, as Tertullian tels us. Let us learn righteouſneſs by Gods moni- 
tions, and wiſdome by his chaſtiſements : Ler us ſeek in good earneſt to 
vindicate, as the honor of Biſhops, ſo the dignity of Presbyters, and 
the Liberties of the faithful People which are true Chriſtian Liberties, 


that is, morally good and modeſtly uſed, 
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People muſt not be oratthed and abuſed any more with thoſe wiſerab!, 
pretences of gay words, like fine painted pots full of poylon : much le{, 
may thoſe worne and thred-bare frauds or filmes of ſome late Impoſters 
be any longer put upon the eyes of the Learned, Generous and Noble pey- 
le of England ; yea and of the Kings of England too, who are ſo famous 
in all the world for the Majelty of their T hree Kingdomes 7-1 heſe muſt 
not all be decoyed and deſtroyed with thoſe Sycophants an Juglers, 
who ferone news of Chrilts Kingdome, which muſt be modelled acroy- 
ain? to the forme of this world, aud meatured by the length of thetr Svrords, 
who vapour of a Thouland yeares, therefore blefled becanfe (forſocth } 
they muſt reigne in them, beimg ambitions torule all men except rhem- 
ſelves ; who Cr Hp l ultice and Saintihip, while they are moſt bloody 
and unjuſt ; who tell of the death and burial of Anuchrilt, when no me: 
are more ſtrangers from and enemies to the Spirit of Chriſt ; who with 
great brow and gravity vent their own dreams (as Pontius and Dona 
rus of old) with the Enchulaſtick productions of their own crazy braines, 
as if they were Oracles Divine, and Raptures beyond any the Sibyls fe!, 

We need not (as Tertullian tells the Hereticks in his time) any curious 
inventions after Chriſt, nor any Revelations after the Goſpel : The 
Prophets and Apoſtles, the Old and New Teſtaments will ſerve ony 
tunes. The Church will be ſafe, ſo will that double Honor which is due 
to the Miniſters of the Goſpel, if all our affaires be reduced to the rule and 
faſhion which Tertullian relates was conſpicuors m his time ; where there 
was among Chriſtians in their greater Churches and leſſer Congregations 
the fear of God above all, a grave and modeſt behaviour, a moſt 
aſtoniſhing diligence in duties, ſtrict and ſolicirous cares , wel- 
advited communicatings, deſerved promotions , conſcientious 
lubjections, the Church united, and Chriſt in all things glorihed. 
Thus He, after his ſhort, but full way of expreſsmg himſelf, in his Apology. 

By theſe arts, theſe Graces and Vertues, ow Wiſdome and ſincere 
Piery will hereafter be made as manifeſt, as the Folly, Hypocrily and 
Impurity of others are now expoſed to the noon-day light and fight of al! 
men ; which we hope and pray, God will not ſuffer to proceed any further. 

It is your and my duty (Brethren) diligently to watch, valiantly to 
perſiſt, earneſtly to contend , in that part of the Gap and Breach 
where God hath ſet you, and which 15 not as yet firmly repaired ; for fear 
leſt miſchiefs both of Mileries, and Sins not reformed, return in upon us 
with a new, more violent, and moſt deſerved tide. 


; Theblackclouds yet in our Sky do not a little ſcare me: The wicked, 
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ſaith the Prophet, are like a troubled Sea, that cannot reſt, but #5 alwaies 
caſting up its purid filth and poyſonous effuſions : Hearts that are ful! 
of vilany, blood, threats and Trealons, betray themſelves by their lips 
.:md pens. Ie arelaid at by the Tongues of ſome men, though their Swords 
are ſheathed ; by theſe we are daily Killed, as much as lies in the power of 
mpotent malice. Can they be heavenly minds that nouriſh ſuch helliſh 
Furies 1m them ; who therefore rage, becauſe they cannot reigne ; (as Clau- 
dius jcared Agrippina) and are grieved, becauſe they cannot govern the 
Faith and Fortunes of 1s all, yea and domineer over the necks and heads 
of our Kings ? They are very full of wrath, as the Dragon in the Reve- 
lation, becauſe they are caſt out from that Throne and Heaven which 
che tancied and ulurped ; C onfcience of their Sin and Repulle adds edge 
ro their Anger and Revenge. 

Thu one thing remames for us of the Clergy, That we be earneſtly duli- 
gent in the work of God, in the buſmeſs of Souls, which is of all moſt labour- 
fome ; being furniſhed with all prous Literature and learned Piety, adoy- 
ned with Gifts and Graces, armed with the whole armour of God, 
fighting in the V alley, praying im the Mountain, every where ſhining 
with ſound DoEtrine, burning with diſcreet Zeal, and brightned with 
good Works ; more relying on your Prayers then your Abilities, and on the 
Grace of God then your own Induſtry, as S. Bernard adviſeth. Where- 
fore let us lift up daily pure hands to Heaven ; let us (as Tertullian 
ſpeaks) beſet God as with a ſtrong troop ; let us ſurround and fortify 0 
all ſides the Chriſtian and Reformed Religion, the Peace of our Church 
and Country, the Laws of GOD and the KING: Nor # it to be 
doubted but we ſhall at length (by Gods help) get a ſure and compleat Vi&tory 
over all theſe Amalekires ; thar ſo after various hazards and adventures 
we may arrive at Heaven, and bring many ſpiritual Sons with us to that 
hgh and holy inheritance of eternal Glory, purchaſed by the blood of 
Jeſus Chriſt : To whom, with the Father and Bleſled Spirit, be ever- 
laſting Glory, Amen. Farewell, and take heed to your ſelves, and to the 
flocks of Chriſt over which he makes you Overleers. 
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
